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SCORES TELL OF . RELIEF 


Rev. Dr. Robert Bell Says That 
, He Has Same Power That 
the Apostles Had. 


Hundreds of persons afflicted with 
physical and mental ailments, sought to 
storm the chancel of historic St. Paul’s 
Chapel, Broadway and Vesey Street, 
where George Washington once Wor- 
‘shipped, when the Rev. Dr. R. B. A. Bell 
of St. ‘Thomas’s Episcopal Church of 
Denver gnnounced yesterday, afternoon 
that he would cure them of their ills 
“through the power of God's love.’’ 

So great did the press become: that the 
Rev. Joseph P. McComas, vicar of the 
chapel, became alarmed and, in response 
to a telephone message to police head- 
au&rters, Captain Masterson and the re- 
serves were sent from the Beach Street 
Station. Captain . Masterson remained 
during the afternoon and Sergeant Die- 
trich and five patrolmen were stationed 
in front of the’ chancel-to prevent: the 
corcérted rush that several times seemed 
imminent. 

The ¢réwd wad highly ersétionat: 
Womén became hysterical.’ Some of 
those who said that Dr. Bell had re- 
stored their sight, or their hearing, or 
had brought life back into long’ para- 
lyzed limbs, ‘wept as they’ struggléd 
through the throng. to gain the outer 
air.

Dr. Bell had intended. to treat all 
comers for an hour, He began his min- 
istrations’ shortty &fter 1 o'clock and 
three hours and a half later hundreds 
were still waiting, githough the dense 
throng which had filled. the church 
earlier ih the afternoon had thinned 
somewhat. At 4:30 o’clock he stopped, 
exhausted; and announced that he would 
resume an hour later. 

Dr. Bell estimated that he had trenees 
1,500 persons during the afternoon and 
that “80 per cent. fad ‘been cured or 
greatly benefited.*’

Employes in the clearing house depart- 
méntés.of the various brokerage firms, 
was said, feceived the fofged duplicate. 
checks and divided the proceeds with |: 
the inventor of the scheme, who directed 
the operations ofall his confederates. 
Becausé the amounts involved were in- 
variably sinall, the, schemé) was not un- 
covered until fecéntly, it was ‘declared. 

Senholzi, who is 42 years old, and gave

The conjunction of these two 
names is not arbitrary, They ‘stand 
fer the two ‘most spectacular.triumphs 
of American-industry of the last quar- 
ter of a century.

Before 
the movie. there was nothing. Before 
the motor car there was the horse and 
wagon. ‘ The’ movie has created the 
need which it’ satisfies.
